Some tax 
filers anxious 
over refunds 


Sure, many people absolutely dread the 
thought of facing yet another tax season. 
Who wants to catalog all those charitable 
contributions? And dig for every last receipt? 
And waste time heading to a tax office some- 
where? 

But plenty of people file in February be- 
cause they just can’t wait a second longer to 
get their hands on all that tax refund cash. 
They’re on edge about the size of their tax re- 
funds, and they’re far from alone. 

Roughly 60 million individual tax filers 
typically file a federal income tax return by 
the end of February — or nearly 40% of the 
individual income tax returns filed for the tax 
year. 

Call it tax refund anxiety.
